Wielding the ax with sturdy strokes, 
the city council finance committee near 
midnight last night tentatively com- 
pleted the city’s corporate fund bud- 
get on what appeared to be a real 
economy basis. 

The aldermen, after a week of day 
and night sessions, carried out their 
plan agreed upon at the start to 
slash down the 1928 expenditures, the 
largest on record, by $5,000,000. This 
they accomplished by approving the 
estimates of City Controller Schmidt 
which eliminated $3,300,000 and by re- 
ducing this another $1,700,000. The 
latter cut ‘represents 3 per cent salvage 
appropriated in previous years. 
“We've done a good job, gentlemen,” | 
asserted Chairman John 8S. Clark at 
the close of the meeting. “ I’m satis- 
fied this is the most economical budget 
Chicago has had for a long time.” 


Mayor’s Leaders Fight Cut. 

Mayor Thompson’s department 
heads fought the retrenchment pro- 
gram every inch of the way, each 
striving to retain his own appropri- 
ations intact, but the.cammitteemen, | 
after repeatedly reminding themselves 
of the council election in February, 
ignored most of their pleadings. 
Several times during the discussions 
it was pointed out that the aldermen 
favoring overloaded, expenditures are 
likely to feel the wrath of the tax- 
payers at the ballot box. 

The total corporate fund budget for 
1928 was approximately $62,000,000. 
If the council adopts the committee 
draft as complete last night, the 1929 
budget will be in the neighborhood. 
of $57,000,000. 

It is planned to submit the budget 
to the council either at its meeting 
Dec, 31 or at a special meeting Jan. 2. 
Immediately after the corporate fund 
budget is passed the committee will 
take up the water and vehicle tax 
budgets, which like the corporate are 
both in deficits. , : 

Law Department Slashed. 

The ldst department to suffer a 
‘heavy cut last night was the law de- 
partment which, like most of the 
others, will receive three per cent less 
than the controller allowed. Corpora- 
tion Counsel Ettelson’s assistants, who 
have attended almost every meeting, 
agreed to make the best of the cut 
after they were informed that it had 
to be made. The total reduction in the 
law department ffom this year’s ap- 
propriation was $200,000, or 18 per 
cent. 

A slash of $1,000,000 from the bu- 
reau of streets for street and alley 
cleaning, recommended by Mr. 
Schmidt, precipitated a lively debate. 
Several Thompson aldermen, led by 
L, B. Anderson [2d], insisted that pub- 
lic service would be damaged. A Den- 
een-Democratic majority, ‘headed by 
Ald. Guy Guernsey [6th], stood pat on 
the cut and it was made. 

Ald. Guernsey also proposed the 
abolition of the department of public 
service and the department of public 
welfare, but although cuts were made 
in each the majority balked at meag. 
ures so drastic as their elimination. 

Criticize Goose Island Plant. 

Mayor Thompson's Goose Island in- 
cinerator, put into operation in July 
of this year, received considerable at- 
tention from the committee, although 
it had decided upon the appropriation 
for waste disposal at Thursday’s ses- 
sion. Criticism of the incinerator 
flowed freely after it had been pointed 
out that the garbage taken there cut 
the amount necessary for delivery 
at the reduction plant, if the latter 
plant is to operate at a low cost. 

“There was mismanagement or else 
we didn’t look into the situation thor- 
oughly,” Ald. Guernsey [6th] declared. 
‘We built a plant on the north side 
(Goose Island) capable of taking ‘care 
of all the city’s garbage, although the 
reduction plant was established and 
performing the same work.” 

The increasing cost of operation of 
the reduction plant per ton of garbage 
since 1922 was laid out before the 
committee by Eugene Volmer, super-

| Springfield, Ill, Dec. 28.—{Special.] 
—The Illinois tax rate for 1928, to 
be collected in 1929, will be 30 cents 
on the $100 valuation, the same as 
last year.

He succeeded in deceiving many, 
among them some Catholic ladies who 
collected funds, arms and ammunition 
and forwarded them to him on a hill 
south of Mexico City. 


Police Take No Chances. 


At the court martial Vigueras de- 
clared that he was the commander of 
“Catholic troops”: in the south and 
that he received instructions, arms, 
ammunition and money from the Mex- 
ican capital. He refused, however, to 
reveal the names of members of the 
revolutionary junta. One of the pa- 
pers found on Vigueras, including hiz 
commission as a general in the revo- 
lutionary army and commander in 
chief of the army of the south, was 
‘dated at Mexico City and was signed 
by a prominent Catholic leader, whom 
the police are now hunting. 

Vigueras admitted his revolutionary 
activities and rather gloried in his 
numerous holdups of automobiles, and 
even parties of federal soldiers, on the 
highways. He said the government 
never would have caught him had he 
not been betrayed by his own brother- 
in-law, w revealed his hiding place 
and led federal soldiers there in the 
night. His brother-in-law was the 
first to hit Vigueras over the head as 
he awoke. Vigueras declared he had 
no use for gringos, meaning any one 
with a white face, and said he had 
driven them all out of his territory.

THE DECAY OF THE 
NATIONAL PARTIES. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, soon to become governor 
of New York, seems to be regarded as the hope 
' @f the Democratic party. He came out of the 
November wreck a successful candidate and will 
be in a public post to which considerable national 
political importance is attached: Governors are 
gen y just governors and a state has a pretty 
fur break if no one outside it knows who is its 
guvernor. A governor of Illinois may make him- 
self notorious. A governor of New York may 
be celebrated. | 

Mr. Roosevelt, with an attractive and forceful 
personality and with a conjuring name, is now 
trying to bring Democratic sections, factions, frac- 
tions and fragments back into agreement and 
understanding. it is not easy to see how he or 
any one else can do it, highly desirable as it is 
that the thing should be done. Democrats in vari- 
ous sections of the country may remain Democrats 
because of tradition, inertia, or dislike of the other 
party or they do not know where else to 
go, but that not bring them together in com- 

mon thinking. 

There are Democratic factions north and south 
which are a good deal closer to agreement with 
the Republican/party than they are to agreement 
with themselves. If in spite of their disagree- 
ments they could win they might find a reason 

_ for tolerating each other in the profits of success, 
but defeat takes this bond of union away and fhe 
‘thing to be naturally expected is further drifting 
apart. 

It is not good for the conduct of public affairs 
to have the party of opposition so weakened that 
the ins cease to have any real regard for political 
criticism or any need for any ideas of their own. 
If the Republican party could be split up on some 
active issues s@&®h as nationalism, the. restoration 
of the rights of the individual and the old princi- 
ples of the constitution two new parties might be 
developed, one of -which, even if for the time it 
were the minority party, would have something to 

‘ gay and mean it.

- @2@ms to have poor if any prospects, although the 
issues are about the only ones which have reality. 
They are not made the basis of party organization 
and unity but are kept as the cause of division 
within parties, which would indicate considerable 
ineptness for responsible: political conduct on the 
part of the American people, but frequently Amer- 
ican parties are slow in accepting issues and de- 
claring doctrines. That was the case with slavery. 
Parties are seldom masterful and decisive. They 
are more often slow and timid.

Corncobs and skim milk may yet save the 
farm. Straw oil has many possibilities, In an 


industry that still lags behind the business and |{ 


manufacturing of the city chemistry will come 
as a great saver. Of the three revolutions within 
two hundred years—the older industrial revolu- 
tion, the electrical revolution and the chemical 
revolution—the latter, says Rudplf Clemen of the 
Armour Live Stock bureau, will most help the 
farm out of its present desuetude. 

Oat hulls and cornstalks and the once wasted 
leavings of the crop and herd have paper, horn 
rimmed glasses, furfural, rayon, and a thousand 
goods within them that some day may be used. 
‘The farm will give not only food and fuel but 
many raw materials for manufactures, 

This tendency to tie the farm more and more 
into the manufacturing system of the- country 
will be the saving of the farm and of the farmer.

By indtstrial integration with the manu- 
facturing and business of the nation it will be 
raised once more to a high place. 

In two ways the farm\may be integrated with 
the natiSnal industrial system. As a resource 
for the raw materials of numerous manufacturing 
industries it will partake in the genera) growth of 
industry. As a resource for personnel in certain 
manufacturing and business establishments it algo 
has unrecognized possibilities. 
In the coal mining districts of Iilinois farmers 
tm the region work as miners during mining 
periods, and thus gain, by the support of two 
wick industries, a living that one cannot give. 
This is an accidental combination that in other 
Gelds may be developed by a definite ind 
program. 

With the extension of superpower systems over 
the country it may well be possible to buy energy 
from the wire in sme! units at a cost not much 
greater than for energy in large units. Small 
Sower machines for certain kinds of manutgctur- 
ing may be installed on farms or in small fac- 
tories in the villages, and a distributed manufac- 
turing industry may arise which will be efficient 
industrially.

He 
has energy and courage, and the man who flew 
by plane from Alaska to Spitzbergen may well 
steal Byrd’s thunder. Amundsen in the south 
drove in ahead of Scott and reached the pole be 
fore him. In the north Byrd came with a plane 
over the pole a few days before Amundsen. Now 
in the south again Wilkins may go ahead of Byrd.

When they are over the real work can begin. 
With his great party and equipment Byrd may 
well add mutch to human knowledge that will have 
scientific as well as imaginative consequence.

NOW WE LEARN 
EVEN UNIVERSE 
HAS ITS LIMITS 


Science Meet Told of 
New Discovery. 


New York, Dec. 28.—[Special.]——-The 
theory that .cosmic space, long held 
to be illimitable, has definite limits 
and that light, hitherto supposed to 
travel on and on indefinitely, is hedged 
in by a “ universe,” was the 
conclusion drawn today from an al- 
most casual announcement made be- 
fore the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

Dr. alter 8. , director of 
the Mount Wilson observatory, Cal., 
in a paper on the 200 inch telescope 
planned for the observatory, said that 
a few weeks ago the present 100 inch 
telescope picked up a small spiral 
nebula moving away from the te 
at the amazing rate of nearly “2,500 
miles’ a second, nearly double the 
velocity of any heavenly object ob- 
served before. The nebula was very 
faint and one of the most distant, if 


not the most distant, of objects with- 


in the range of present telescopes. 
Einstein Theory Upheld. 

The significance of the statement, 
and further corroboration the Ein- 
stein theory was developed after the 
meeting ended by informal- discus- 
sion among astronomers and physi- 
cists, and out of the discussion grew 
the starting concept that space was 
limited. 

The question was asked whether 
the seeming speed of the nebula was 
the real speed or whether another 
factor must be taken imto account. 
The only theory the scientists had to 
fall back upon to explain the appar- 
ent great speed of the new nébula wag 
that of a “closed universe.”’ If a per- 
son, it was “maintained, could start 
out to travel like light, through space, 
he would ultimately come back to 
the point whence he started. 

“The measured velocity of— 2,500 
miles a second is, I believe, not a 
measure of actual motion, but more 
probably a measure vf ‘crumpling 
of space,’ a relativity effect,” said Dr. 
Harlow Shapley, director of Harvard 
observatory. One of the deductions 
from the general theory of relativity 
is that the space-time universe is 
‘finite but unbounded,’ and that very 
distant objects should show a naan 
velocity of recession.” 


Cites Other Nebula. 


Dr. Shapley ‘referred to measure- 
ment of nearer nebule made at Har- 
vard observatory to illustrate how 
their lower velocities fitted with the 
Mount Wilson discovery. 

“The Mount Wilson observation is 
of the highest importance in our pres- 
ent explorations of the size and nature 
of the sidereal world,” said Dr. Shap- 
ley. 


‘Those who made deductions from 
Ahe discovery were impressed with the 


idea that the object measured at 
Mount Wilgen seemed to show decisive- 
ly the relativity effect of a “closed ” 
universe. If any of the scientists felt 
that man’s attempt to bound the uni- 
verse had succeeded beyond the point 
of theory they did not make public 
their conclusions. However, it was 
believed that the new nebula was 
theoretically the starting point for 
such a concluagion. 

The program of “ physics day” was 
brought to a close tonight with a lec- 
ture on “What Is Light?” by Dr. 
Arthur Compton of the University of 
Chicago at the Museum of 
Natural History.

of the government of the United 
States. He has talked frankly on in- 


tervention, tariff and other questions 
but has kept his visit entirely infor- 
mal and unofficial He regards the 
results now as intangible, but certain 
to work for 


On the subject of intervention Mr. 
Hoover’s attitude is that this has 
never been a policy or a practice of 
the United States government, but 
has been found necessary at times to 
save American life and property and 
rescue the states, in which the United 
States intervened, from anarchy or 
dictatorship. 

- The members of the Hoover entour- 
age were ready at all times to defend 
the so-called intervention acts of the 
past, and show how far this is from 
the coriception of imperialism foment- 
ed by anti-American propagandists. 
It is" pointed out that the United 
States has never taken advantage of 
intervention to seize coaling bases, 
territory or other advantages, and 
that the results have been beneficial 
to ordered society and democratic lib- 
erty. 

Cheered by Nicaraguans’ Applause. 

The demonstration in favor of the 
United States marine intervention by 
all factions of the government of 
Nicaragua is regarded as fortunate at 
this time, showing what this interven- 
tion really amounted to, how the peo- 
ple accepted it, how it bound together 
old factions and brought forth new 
hope for the future. 7) 

At this time the Hoover visit dis- 
closes that the South American con- 
tinent offers fine hopes for future set- 
tlement of its difficulties without re- 
course to war, despite the Bolivian- 
Paraguayan scare. The Pan-American 
arbitration meeting at Washington is 
regarded as highly important in pav- 
ing the way for future peaceful set- 
tlement of all boundary disputes, 
which remain the only matters of dis- 
cord in the southern republics. The 
situation is helped some by the fact 
that these people are all of one race 
or strain—Latin blood—and think 
about the same, without any age old 
racial antagonisms. - 

Allays Fears of Latins. 

One immediate result of the Hoover 
‘trip was to allay the fear of so-called 
American imperialism, which was 
found especially in Argentine. Prob- 
ably the greatest success of the mis 
sion is to be found in this state, where 
perhaps was the most to overcome. 
Mr. Hoover is regarded as the symbol 
of America for the next four years 
at least and the Latins are not afraid 
of him. He was found to be simple 
and friendly, and willing to help them 
jin their own great economic problems. 
He has long been known as an eco- 
nomic expert, and his advice was 
sought ©n many problems of export, 
tariffs and airplanes. Mr. Hoover ex- 
plained to the Argentines how the 
tariff policy og the United States is de- 
vised to take care of its own producers 
and markets,

Crosses the Equator.

New York, Dec. 28.—The upper.

Hudkins Chases De Vos. 

It wasn't a brilliant fight. Hudkins 
crowded De Vos around and around 
the small square of gray canvas within 
the green velvet ropes, his gloves flap- 
ping and flailing in a constant fire. 
De Vos blocked a great deal of this 
small traffic, and stepped back from 
some of it but there were s0 many 
soggy gloves whipping about in the 
air that necessarily he got in the 
way of a few thousand slaps, clouts, 
and aimless bumps. Now and again 
he was able to come to a brief stand 
and trade on even terms or a little 
better but he hadn’t the strength and 
mastery to back off and knock his 
man limp although there were con- 
stant invitations for such a smash. 

De Vos spun Hudkins’ fuzzy yellow 
head now and again with well directed 
straight punches, but the young man 
from Omaha never gave the faintest 
evidence that any of these compli- 
ments had registered on his conscious- 
ness, assuming that a man who can 
take such a smashing is conscious at 


all. 
De Vos Lacks Power. 

It was a good deal like the fight 
that Hudkins waged against Mickey 
Walker in Chicago last summer when 
Walker gashed his face with blows 
tossed in from a brisk retreat. De 
Vos hadn't quite the same forte to 
his shots that Walker had that night 
and he let Hudkins come to close 
quarters too often. 

There seems to be no sense in 
stringing this out. It was just a 
show of low, crude mauling on one 
side and incompetence to cope with on 
the other. | 

There were 18,000 patrons in the 
Garden. Hudkins is supposed to get 
a fight with Mickey Walker for the 
middleweight championship of the 
world by winning the decision tonight. 

Hudkins weighed 155% — and 
De Vos 158%.

Keen Rivalry 
Cuts Costs of 
Utility's Plant 


BY LEON STOLZ. 

The old competition, it has often 
been said, involved rivalry between 
sellers of the same article, say, for 
example, cotton cloth. The new com- 
petitive involves rivalry between sub- 
stitutes, say cotton and rayon. Of 
the two, the old competition was 
much the easier to guard against and 
to meet. It used to be a relatively 
simple matter to keep in touch with 
competitors’ processes and policies; 
today manufacturers are continually 
finding competing goods entering and 
disrupting their market. 


Seeking New Economies. 

Accordingly, every industry is con- 
tinually striving to reduce its over- 
head to the minimum in anticipation 
{ of the appearance of substitutes if, 
indeed, they are not already present. 
One method of reducing fixed charges 
already has been adopted in some in- 
dustries. It probably is destined to 
grow in importance, It is the elimina- 
tion of buildings. ~~ 

Obviously, where large numbers of 
men are at work, buildings cannot be 
dispensed with, but where automatic 
processes are employed, buildings are 
more or less superfluous. The point 
was emphasized recently by Walter 
C. Beckjord, vice president of the 
American Light and Traction com- 
pany, in his address as chairman of 
the technica] section of the American 
Gas association. 

“The development of outdoor ap- 
paratus,” he said, “is coming along. 
Boilers, water gas sets, coke oven 
plants, etc., are being built out of 
doors and the electric manufacturing 
companies are developing hydrogen 
cooled apparatus such as motor gen- 
erators, frequency changers and con- 
densers which can be installed out 
of doors at jreduced investment costs.
